KAHOE TO SPY ON RIVAL
TEAMS IN SPRING TRAINING

Griffith Anxious to Get Line on Youngsters
on Trial.Cunningham Latest

National *to Sign*

A system of espionage, in which Mike
Kahoe will be the central figure, will be
in vogue this spring. Scout Kahoe is to
visit all the training camps of the Amori-
can League during the month of March,
and thus get a line on the young players
that are 'being tried out by these teams.
In this manner Manager Griffith hopes
to have a correct line on all the young¬
sters, so that when the time comes to cut
down the 'players to the regulation num¬
ber of twenty-five Griffith will know
those to pass up and those to hold up.
Griffith realizes that he Is not in a posi¬
tion to let any likely looking players go
back to the minors. He figures that for
the mere waiver price he may be able to
pick up a few players who will help his
team. Kahoe will start out on his new
scouting duty just as soon as the teams
begin to start south. He will be in con¬
stant touch with his manager and keep
him informed on what his rivals are do¬
ing. It is figured that within a month
he will be able to have a fairly good line
on the young players on other teams.
Every year some of the strong clubs,
which are in no particular need of
strengthening, turn back young players
who have ability and would help the
weaker teams, and It is to get some of
these that Griffith has introduced the
system of espionage on the training canrfps
of the other teams.

The signed contract of Bill Cunning¬
ham, accompanied by a most pleasing
letter, reached Manager Griffith this
morning. This makes the seventh player
under contract and every mail is expected
to add to the list.
Cunningham's letter made a hit with

Griffith. The youngster says that he is
well satisfied with the terms of his con¬
tract, because he could not expect an
increase on account of not playing up to
his form. He say6 that he is satisfied he
will earn the position of regular second
baseman this year, because he proposes
to be in better condition than ever be¬
fore. He reports himself as being down
to playing weight right now and says
that the rubber shirt will not have to
be brought into play to fit him for his
work .

Daniel M. Gant, British Turf¬
man, Sends McDonald to

Buy Crack Racers.

NEW YORK, January 10..It was
learned yesterday afternoon that the
offers to buy ^Novelty and Zeus from the
millionaire manufacturer, Charles Kohler,
came from Daniel M. Gam of England,
who is represented hero by George Mc¬
Donald. Twelve thousand five hundred
dollars was offered for Zeus and the same
amount for the winner of the Futurity
stakes. \

Mr. McDonald, who was formerly man¬
ager for the crack English boxer, Matt
Wells, was seen at the Hotel Metropole
yesterday. He was. of course, dtsap-
pointed In not securing the colts, for
which he had crossed the ocean. This Is
the second trip that Mr. McDonald has
made to this country in an endeavor to
purchase Novelty and Zeus. Early in
September last McDonald arrived here to
look over the Hlldreth horses and attend
the auction sale of America's leading
stable at the Sheepshead Bay paddocks.
Bidding on the first two horses offered
was unsatisfactory, and Mr. Hlldreth
called the sale off.
Mr. Gant's representative had, how¬

ever, an opportunity to examine the colts
he sought, and he was so impressed with
their conformation, breeding and per¬
formances that he induced his employer
to try to purchase the horses from Mr.
Kohler.

Representative Sees Kohler Horses.
McDonald visited the course of the

Coney Island Jockey Club a few days ago
and complimented Trainer Leary on the
appearance of the horses In the stable.
He considers Zeus one of the best indi¬
viduals he ever saw, and said he would
run all day on the turf courses of Great
Britain.

He does things
that compel publicity. It is impossible to
get away from them or from the origina¬
tor. He springs something at the psycho¬
logical moment at all times. Since the
balmy days of Theodore Roosevelt the
star of the Detroit team has proven him¬
self by far the greatest publicity man In
forty-six states united.
This constant advertisement which

Cobb secures, and which he backs up by
spectacular feats, easily draws more peo¬
ple to the park than the work of any
other player. Tyrus pulled off one stunt
last spring which showed his genius.
The team was In Monroe. Ty Joined

late. Little publicity preceded his com¬
ing, for TYrus had signed his contract
and had said nothing of holding out,
something which always brings publicity.
Ty jogged around the race track at Mon-
roe, La., where the team was training,
batted a little, fielded a little, but paid
more attention to running than fielding
or batting-
The-team started north, and in practice

Hughie Jennings ordered his men to run
from the plate to first. He wanted to
instruct some of the youngBters In get¬
ting a quick start and he also used the
stunt In practicing bunting.
While this was going on some one sug¬

gested that the players be timed in going
from the plate to first. This was arrang-
ed. A comparison of figures showed the
startling, fact that at least four men on
the team were getting to first faster than
Tyrus.

_ , . .Another trial was ordered and Cobb
was closely watched. The Georgian was
putting forth his best effort In sprinting
from the plate to first, but again four
men beat his time.
A third trial showed Cobb unable to

beat his previous efforts. What was the
conclusion? The only natural thing under
the conditions.Cobb was losing his speed;
he could no longer sprint as he did in
other years; he was going back.
Big sensation! Stories spread over the

entire country that Cobb's star was set¬
ting. He could no longer show his bril¬
liant flashes of speed and his legs were
giving way. The stories continued and
they were tacking "30" on Ty's career.
Cobb said nothing. He took it all calm¬

ly and silently. He did not try to de¬
fend himself, only smiled. Quite unusual
for Tyrus, and It was the only weak spot
in the entire plot, but the fellows who
were spreading the rumors could not be
deterred; they were certain.
A few days before the training trip

ended Ty announced that he would show
as much speed as he ever showed In the
afternoon game. Going Into details
Cobb explained that he thought the mat-
ter of training over during the winter
months and decided on an original way to
Increase his speed. He had a pair of
heavy shoes made. He also adjusted
strips of metal to the soles of the shoes,
adding nicely to the weight. Cobb cal¬
culated that the weight would strengthen
the muscles of his legs. Training with
those heavy shoes should harden the
muscles and would better equip him for
the playing season. After accustoming
himself to the weight Cobb would substi¬
tute light shoes and. according to his
way of figuring, he would be able to run
faster than before.
The exhibition that Cobb gave that af¬

ternoon will long be remembered. Hf
pulled off nearly a dozen different stunts
on the bases. Her ran like a scared deer.
He caused general upsets on the infield.
Cobb was himself again, as brilliant a
performer on the base paths as ever and
he looked even better that afternoon
after the blanket had been removed.
Cobb's record of stolen bases In 1M1 and
his various feats on the bsses can be
taken as proof that he did not go back
nor slow up In the least.
Outside of securing an Immense amount

of publicity out of the stunt. Tyrus re¬
ceived invaluable training. Had he an¬
nounced his plan of procedure in pre¬
paring himself for tlio season he would
not have received half the publicity that
he got by cloaking It in mystery.
Detroit does not depend on Cobb and

Jennings alone. Sam Crawford has always
attracted attention. The big fellow from
Wahoo, Neb., can slug a ball as hard as
any player In Ban's league His healthy
wallops are good to look at, and if he
keeps speed lever in the notch
where it rested In Mil Samuel wUl have
other pleasing attributes besides these of
smashing the ball to the far corners of
the lot and out of it.

Base run¬
ning does not depend entirely on speed.
In fact some of the best base runners
the game has developed were not Cast
men. Ed Delehanty could run bases, yet
he was not fast. This mas true of Buck
Ewing and Bill Lange, but they had Che
judgment to get a start and that more
than made up for what they lacked In
speed.

An evenly
balanced base hall organization like
Mack's will win pennants and world
ehaniplonshipa i*ut a team with the indi¬
vidual stars that Detroit has will pile up
box office receipts and thrill the crowds.
It is the individual and not the team
that the crowd follows.
